Mercuric Martinez, county treasurer 
of Zapata county, arrived in Laredo 
in his automobile this morning and 
brings 'lie information that tile old 
townsite of Zapata, formerly county 
seat cf Zapata county, is no more, but 
that instead nothing but a lot of em­ 
bankments and little valleys exist on 
the site of the former old town, all 
due 
to 
the rampages 
of 
the 
Bio 
Grande during the past few years, and 
particularly tin* big rise of last week. 
Years ago the old town of Carrizo 
nestled snugly on the banks of the 
Bio Grande, but on account of the fact 
that ihe “steel horse” has never pene­ 
trated that section, development was 
not extensive 
For the past few years 
the corrosion of the Bio Grande dur­ 
ing big Uses bas gradually eaten away 
the cid ‘own, and when tile last big 
rise in the river occurred last week 
there w e b on‘y a strip of about twen­ 
ty-five acres in area that remained of 
the former old townsite. 
It. was level 
ground last week before the rise—but 
now, oh how different, a grotesque 
mass of bills and ruts in the ground, 
all caused by the mad old Bio Grande 
taking away the 
last 
vestige of

erstwhile townsite.

WHO WERE LEAVING COUNTRY 


FEDERAL OFFICIALS AT LAREDO 


ARE DOING T H E IR FULL DUTY. 


And This Statement 
is Attested 
By 
the 
Fact That the Webb County 
Jail Is Filled W ith Slackers. 


Since the exemption hoards 
in va­ 
rious portions of the country have 
Issued summons for registrants to ap­ 
pear to be examined for military ser- 
! vice, and even since many of them 
. have been examined and accepted for 
| service, there has been a noticeable 
disappearance 
from 
various 
com­ 
munities of these men who were be­ 
ing relied upon as prospective soldiers 
in the national army. 
Oflcers In all parts of the country 
were asked to co-operate 
In appre­ 
hending these slackers, with the con­ 
sequent 
result that 
deputy 
United 
States amrshals, department of jus­ 
tice agents and the military depart­ 
ment in general have combined their 
efforts to bring the delinquents to jus­ 
tice. 
Here in Laredo the federal of­ 
ficers, (and these 
also include 
the 
military), have left no stone unturned 
in their search for slackers and many 
have been apprehended at this point 
on the Texas border while Hoeing to 
Mexico, with the result that at this 
time nearly a hundred of the slackers 
coming here from various parts of Hie 
United States, and a few from Webb 
county, are prisoners awaiting the dis­ 
position of their cases at the Novem 
ber term of the federal court. 
Ater a registrant has been examined 
and accepted for military service by 
an exemption board and then decides 
to evade it by skipping out to Mexico, 
the only term that qualifies ids condi­ 
tion is the word "deserter,” and the 
punishment for that crime is imprison­ 
ment for a term of years. 
There are 
very few Americans among the slack 
ors apprehended ut this point—in fact 
one can not be called an American 
who runs rather than fight for the 
principles 
which 
his 
forefathers 
fought for in the days of old. 
And it is at this crucial time In tile 
history of the country that the real 
men are being determined by their 
mettle and willingness to serve their 
country—but the slackers 
they will 
all be remembered after peace is re 
stored and credit will be given to the 
men who had the real American b lo 'd
